Hill have determined each in his 
own way, to keep us out of another 
war by preventing one or all of 
the various pre-war events of 1914- 
1917. Some wish to prevent Amer¬ 
icana from traveling in any war 
zone or on foreign ships in war 
some want to stop all commerce 
with any warring foreign nation, no 
matter what the article of com¬ 
merce may be. 

The great division among sena¬ 
tors is on the question of giving the 
President some discretion in the 
matter of an embargo. The Presi¬ 
dent and the State Department want 
some elasticity but there is a noisy 
section of the senate which wants 
what Senator Vandenberg of Mich¬ 
igan calls a “war quarantine.” That 
is a strict law stopping all loans, 
credits and munitions to any bel¬ 
ligerent. Sneator Vandenberg op¬ 
poses leaving neutrality decisions to 
the President—this President or 
any other. He argues that to put 
such a responsibility on one man 
eventually inevitably leads to an 
un-neutral interpretation by any 
belligerent nation which happens to 
be offended by the decision. The 
nation which needs the munitions, 
loans or credits from this coun¬ 
try and which does not get what it 
wants, always points to the United j 
ed States as friendly to the 
other side. If country A is at war i 
with country B, and country A , 
needs American wheat. . . then ; 
country A is starved when the Unit¬ 
ed States refuses to ship wheat 
to either country. Country B docs | 
not need wheat. . . so to it the United | 
States’ embargo makes no differ- I 
ence. The propagandists of coun- j 
try A then come over here and whip 
up a movement to be patriotic and 
ship wheat to that sterling friend 
of democracy, country A. The wheat : 
growers would be the first to fall , 
for that type of propaganda.

if we have an ironclad law passed 
now, there will be no chance later 
on for propagandists to try to in¬ 
fluence a President who might have 
some discretion in the matter.

ticable. International relations, es¬ 
pecially in time of conflagration, 
should not be so rigid as all that. 
Our determination to keep out of 
war should be rigid, but we our* 
selves should have some elasticity 
■ and ability to move around in the 
! area affected. A fire engine com¬ 
pany wants a rigid fire plug from 
which water will flow with regular¬ 
ity, but the engine company, the 
firemen and the apparatus should 
j be extremely mobile.

INTERESTING IDEA 

A good Democrat with an inter¬ 
esting idea is Louis Ludlow, con¬ 
gressman from Indianapolis, Indi¬ 
ana, who has considerable support 
for his proposed constitutional 
amendment giving the people 
a chance to vote for or against go¬ 
ing to war. That is, of course, an 
aggressive war. In the case of an 
invasion there should be no strings 
on the President or the government 
generally. Mr. Ludlow’s proposal | 
relates to the constitutional provi¬ 
sion that congress alone can declare 
a state of war existing. He pro¬ 
poses that this be modified by a 
constitutional amendment provid- 1 
ing that even after congress de¬ 
clares a war, such declaration 
would not be valid until confirmed 
by public referendum. 

We have no federal machinery at 
present for a nation-wide plebis- I 
cite. Each state would have to ar¬ 
range its own referendum; its own 
balloting. In states where there 
was a governor or a legislature not 
interested in the subject of war it 
could happen that the matter would 
go by default. Sufficient of such 
“defaults” would result in no war.

G. O. P. IN SENATE 

Favorite sport around the senate 
is to figure out when the G. O. P. 
can count on a majority in that 1 
body which, for the Seventy-fifth 
congress, has 17 Republicans of a 
dozen varying viewpoints. Demo¬ 
crats appear to believe it will be 
16 years, or 1953 before the Repub- 
lcans can count on a majority, and 
then anything can have happened. 

Here’s the way they figure: at the 
next election, 1939, thirty-two sena- | 
tors come up for re-election, and 
of these twenty-seven are sure-fire j 
Democrats, nearly all from south¬ 
ern Democratic states. Electing 
the five Republicans doesn’t add a 
thing to the present seventeen. Then 
in 1941, the year of the presiden¬ 
tial election, the thirty-two senators 
up for re-election include twenty- 
four sure-fire Democrats divided be¬ 
tween half a dozen southern states 
and the Democratic area of the 
West. This time stalwart conserva¬ 
tive Democrats like Byrd of Vir¬ 
ginia will have severe tests. These 
are the conservative Democrats 
who may help break up existing 
party lines in the 1941 presidential 
election. A New Deal Democrat of 
great importance to the party that 
year is Guffey of Pennsylvania, who 
built the successful Democratic ma¬ 
chine in the old Republican Keystone 
State. What is ahead of him? It 
is a puzzle; and the next four years 
is a fascinating and important era. 

Go forward to 1943. Twenty-four 
Democrats and six Republicans 
again ask for re-election. The per¬ 
centage is again in the southern 
and western area, now New Deal 
strongholds . . . If the Republicans 
win every seat they go after they 
could (mathematically) gain a ma¬ 
jority in six years, but the closest 
actual political possibilities offer 
them is a majority in sixteen years 
—so the Democrats say.

U:c of Coal Sleeve Buttons 
V/cs First Started. 

The reason for buttons on a 
man’s coat sleeves has often puz¬ 
zled many. Frequently and erro¬ 
neously it has been attributed to 
the fact that Frederick the Great, 
King of Prussia, placed rows of 
buttons on the uniforms of his 
smart Guards Regiment in order 
to prevent the careless soldiery 
from wiping their noses on their 
splendid coat sleeves. 

This is only partially true, ac¬ 
cording to a writer in the Detroit 
Free Press, and merely accounts 
for those buttons on the thumb 
side of the sleeve of the military 
uniform. The buttons on the civil¬ 
ian suits are on the same side 
of the sleeves as the little Unger 
and these originated in the times 
when men wore broad cuffs on 
their sleeves. These cuffs were 
practical as well as ornamental be¬ 
cause they unbuttoned and covered 
the fine lace cloth which was gen¬ 
erally worn underneath. The cuffs 
were generally worn unbuttoned 
when riding and during bad weath¬ 
er, but in good weather and in¬ 
doors the cuff was buttoned back 
allowing the.elegance of the fine 
Brussels or Venetian point lace to 
be displayed. 

Many buttons which are on a 
man’s sleeves are sewed on and 
the button holes do not open. It 
is however the custom among some 
custom tailors to make workable 
button holes.

Why Fish Require Oxygen 

Explained by an Expert 

If you have been having trouble 
with your aquarium and pets you 
should learn a few simple rules 
about aquarium care. Most own¬ 
ers kill their pets with kindness, 
too much food and fresh water. 

Oxygen is important to fish but 
a well-balanced aquarium, mean¬ 
ing one that is sufficiently stocked 
with growing plants and scaven¬ 
gers, supplies ample amounts of 
oxygen to the fish. Two or three 
hours of direct sunlight per day 
should furnish enough oxygen 
through the plants to keep the fish 
healthy, according to an expert. 
An odor in the water is the result 
of too much food or food of the 
wrong kind. 

A properly balanced aquarium 
should not require cleaning more 
than once or twice a year. As 
much of the old water as possible 
should be saved since fresh water 
contains too much oxygen and 
chemicals for the comfort of fish. 
Water that has been aged for about 
a week, that is, heated and set 
aside is better than fresh w’ater 
and runs very little danger of con¬ 
taining disease or parasites.
